Threaten 

Trouble 

County Charity Head Tells 
Women Of Danger In 
State’s Liberal Law 

Reflecting the open heartedness j 
of its citizens, California’s gen¬ 
erous old age pension law is be¬ 
coming a hardship upon estab¬ 
lished citizens of the state and 
may cause a violent reaction, Rex 
Thompson superintendent of Los 
Angeles county’s charity depart¬ 
ment told nearly 300 women as¬ 
sembled here on Monday at a 
regional meeting of the Federa¬ 
tion of Woman’s Clubs. The in- 
fulx of poverty stricken refugees 
from the midwest dust bowl and 
other areas and loosely drawn 
provisions of the State’s social 
security act is a direct menaec 
to the State’s well-being, the 
women were told. 

Thompson discussed the situa¬ 
tion most interestingly and the 
women got almost a shock out of 
the alarming number of mental 
cases that are crowding the hos¬ 
pitals for the insane and feeble¬ 
minded as related by Howard M. 
Jay, assistant superintendent of 
Los Amigos, the Los Angeles 
county institution which cares for 
its mental defectives. 

"We must tighten up the lines 
so that we are sure we are giv¬ 
ing relief to people actually In 
need of it,” he said. "It is now 
possible to draw an old age pen¬ 
sion in California while owning 
$3,000 worth of property, a $1,- 
000 cash value insurance policy, 
and an income of $15 a month, 
as well as relatives who are able 
to care for one,” he said. 

He added that since the old 
age pension has been provided the 
department of charities has been 
swamped with as many as 20,- 
000 people in one month, asking 
for aid in filing applications. 

"Over patemaltm” of govern¬ 
ment was assailed by the speak¬ 
er, and it was pointed out that 
seven or eight million people now 
expect the government to provide 
them with a living. 

"The scars of depressions are 
not remedied as soon as the mills 
start humming and the balance 
sheet comes out of the red!” he 
warned. “It will take many years 
to re-educate those millions of 
people who have clung to relief.” 

There are 25,153 mentally de¬ 
fective patients in California in¬ 
stitutions exclusive of prisons, 
was the startling fact pointed out 
by Howard M. Jay, at the after¬ 
noon session. 

"On the present basis of popu- 
latlonlation increases in California 
institutions,” he said, “we should 
either build a new institution to 
house an additional 3,000 patients 
every four years, or provide these 
additional facilities in existing in¬ 
stitutions.” 

Paradoxically, he said, though 
the greater proportion of popu- i 
lation exists south of the Te- 
hachapi mountains, the great¬ 
er Institutional capacity lies I 
north of them. 

Preventive measures must be ; 
taken to remedy these appalling 
conditions and he urged the wom¬ 
en present to support a steriliza¬ 
tion program, continue educating 
the people regarding venereal 
diseases, and include an alcoholic 
educational rogramfl 

“Alcohol accounts for an in¬ 
crease of 60 per cent in the num¬ 
ber of mental cases in the past 
three years,” he warned. 

Voorhis Tells 
How To Keep 
Out Of War 

Congressman Lays Down 
Four Rules As Price Of 
Peace For United States 

Congressman Jerry Vorhls of 
the 12th District, in a straight 
from the shoulder talk at the 
Wistaria Vine Gardens Sunday 
night, told an assemblage that 
taxed the seating capacity of the 
dining pavilllon, that the best 
way for the U.S. to avoid war 
is to place an embargo upon the 
materials of war. 

The Congressman cited four 
things that America must do if 
she sincerely wishes to pay the 
price of peace: 1—Take all the 
profits out of war by placing an 
embargo upon scrap iron and war 
materials; 2—support legislation to 
conscript wealth before conscript¬ 
ing man power; 3 - Keep our 
heads when confronted with 
propaganda stories Rnd remember 
there are entrenched interests be¬ 
hind them: 4- -Keep our bankers 
and financial agents from lending 
money to aggressor nations. 

Further pointing out that the 
“goc 1 nc'ghbor” policy of the 
United States if consistently fol¬ 
lowed included the granting of in¬ 
dependence to the Philllplnes — 
which according to military au¬ 
thority quoted by the Congress¬ 
man are useless as a military de¬ 
fense and prohibitive in cost. 

By maintaining a strong na¬ 
tional defense, refusing to either 
boycott or police warring nations, 
dropping our Imperialistic pro¬ 
gram and demanding that other 
nations do likewise we will be 
able to keep out of embroilments, 
he said.

Sierra Madre 
Gets Its 
Tax Bills 

Bills to 750,000 Los Angeles 
county taxpayers, prepare^ under 
the direction of H. L. Byram, 
County Tax Collector, are going 
into the mall this week, nearly all 
of those intended for Sierra 
Madre having been delivered Wed- 
■ nesday. The statements involve 
charges on more than 1,250,000 
! parcels of property. 

The total charge this year for 
the entire county will be approxi¬ 
mately $114,500,000 as compared 
with a total tax charge last year 
of $107,798,812.56. However, the 
figure is substantially below the 
high point of 1929 when the 
charges totaled $134,600,899. 

Collections for the fiscal year 
1936-37 which ended June 30, to¬ 
taled $100,559,421.23, the Tax Col¬ 
lector points out, with a delin¬ 
quency record for the year of $7,- 
239,391.33, or 6.72 per cent of the 
year’s total charge. 

Taxpayers have until December 
5 to pay their bills, after which 
date there will be an 8 per cent 
penalty on the first installment 
with a second penalty of 3 per 
per cent being imposed if taxes 
are not paid following the second 
installment deadline April 20, 
1938. 

After the April date the privi¬ 
lege of starting a ten-payment 
account on properties delinquent 
will expire, Mr. Byram points out. 
He also stresses the point that 
the privilege of making redemp¬ 
tions in full by payment of taxes 
without penalties and with seven 
per cent Interest from July 1, 
1936, expire on April 20. After 
that date the redemption penalty 
of one per cent per month will be 
In effect. 

Local residents who do not re¬ 
ceive their tax bills before No¬ 
vember 10 should make applica¬ 
tion promptly to the County Tax 
Collector’s office on the third 
floor of the Hall of Justice.

SOBER UP 


In the days of ’29, just prior 
to The Great Depression, most of 
America got drunk— ingloriously 
drunk! We went on a gigantic 
get-something-for-nothing sp r e e 
without parallel in modern-day 
history. And then came the morn¬ 
ing after, with a hangover, we’ve 
been years in gelling riu uf. The 
elevator boy and the captain of 
industry, both played the market! 
With few exceptions, we were ob¬ 
sessed by the get-r i c h-quick 
mania. We tired of hard work; 
we wanted something for noth¬ 
ing! 

Then came stem disillusion¬ 
ment. the bottom dropped out. 
Cutting comers ceased to be 
smart and became, instead, ter¬ 
ribly unprofitable. But how much 
have we learned ? What, today, 
is the status of our human be¬ 
havior? 

Let’s be brutally frank. We 
need to be. For only absolute can¬ 
dor can point the way. The re¬ 
cent stock market collapse, in all 
probability, was not as serious— 
to AVERAGE AMERICA—as the 
debacle of 1929. We had learned 
that lesson—most of us!

SEEN IN ITS SUIT 
AGAINST CITIES 

Communities It Depends Upon For Support Would Be 
Stunted By Proposed Reduced Water Supply—Only 
Town That Helps Build Up Underground Basin Made 
Defendant In Litigation 

(Editor’s Note: This is the second installment of Al S. Myers’ story 
on the alarming water situation in this and other San Oabriel Val¬ 
ley communities brought about by a Pasadena suit that it is claimed 
threatens to stunt the growth and seriously affect the welfare of 
more tthan a dozen cities. There will be another highly interesting 
chapter in next week's issue of The News.)

M ENACING as Pasadena’s so-called “friendly” water suit 
against our neighboring communities in the foothills 
and the San Gabriel Valley is to them, it strikes me 
that it was particularly ill advised to include among the 
defendant cities the only one that has made any effort to 
build up the vital underground water supply known as the 
Raymond Basin. That city is our own Sierra Madre which 
not only made the effort, but actually has contributed in a 
substantial way to building up and increasing the under¬ 
ground storage.

The writer believes, and It is 
generally conceded, that the 
spreading basins located in and 
constructed by the City of Sierra| 
Madre with the financial aid of 
the county and federal govern¬ 
ments are responsible for our fa¬ 
vorable conditions a’t the present 
time. 

The waters conserved by Sierra 
Madre are approximately 824 acre 
feet of flood waters, 90 per cent 
of which would escape South of 
the Raymond Dike if it were not 
for these spreading grounds. A 
total average of water used for 
13 years amounts to 1128 acre 
feet per year. Since the water 
used by the citizens of Sierra 
Madre, plus natural percolation 
within the city and north there¬ 
of, finds its way back into the 
basins excepting the small amount 
which evaporates, it would not be 
reasonable to believe that Sierra 
Madre is in any way depleting the 
basin. 

It is further conceded by emi¬ 
nent geologists and engineers that 
there is a division in the Ray¬ 
mond Basin, the east portion of 
which underlies Sierra Madre and 
also a part of the City of Ar¬ 
cadia and Is known as the Santa 
Anita Basin. The outlet to this 
basin Is at the bridge on Foot¬ 
hill Boulevard over the Big Santa 
Anita wash. 

Water rights do not recognize 
political subdivisions. For in¬ 
stance the Santa Anita Oaks, 
within the city limits of Arcadia, 
is absolutely dependent on the 
waters of the Santa Anita Basin 
as well as the city of Sierra 
Madre. Therefore our problems 
are identical. 

Since Pasadena has a two- 
year supply of water back of the 
Morris Dam in San Gabriel Can¬ 
yon as well as having joined the 
Metropolitan Water District, is 
the City of Pasadena suing for 
water or the cost of - water? 

It is reported that they can 
pump water for two cents per 100 
cubic feet while the waters of 
the Metropolitan will cost 
about double this amount. Is It 
obvious that they want us to help 
pay the difference? 

What has Pasadena to gain 
if it wins this suit, and what 
do we lose? Pasadena is ask¬ 
ing the various communities 
involved to curtail the use of 
water north of the Raymond 
i Dike by one third, which 
means the loss of one-third 
of the population, or, if the 
population remains station¬ 
ary, it must exist on two- 
thirds of the amount of 
water now being used. In the 
case of the loss of population 
which would include nearly 
all of the San Gabriel Valley 
except the City of Pasadena, 
wouldn’t the Pasadena busi¬ 
nessmen and citizenry who 
are depending on the outside 
territory feel the loss keenly? 

Pasadena, In the writer's opin¬ 
ion, has made one fatal mistake 
and that was by inviting all the 
water users into Pasadena and 
advising us that we were being 
sued and at the same time ask¬ 
ing us all to work together with 
them to work out a solution. 

I believe the outside territories 
would have been very glad to co¬ 
operate with Pasadena had they 
been approached from the angle 
of solving the problem, and then 
resorting to legal procedure only 
if necessary. 

In the event that Pasadena is 
successful in its suit, La Canada, 
Altadena, Sierra Madre and part 
of Arcadia (Santa Anita Oaks) 
have only four alternatives -con¬ 
solidation with Pasadena, joining 
the Metropolitan Water District 

(at a cost of some $500,000 to 


t nany other communities that are 
ransporting water South of the 
Raymond Dike have another 
source of supply 

Sierra Madre is one of the 
few communities that have at¬ 
tempted to conserve water that 
would eventually find its way 
south of the Raymond Dike or to 
the ocean. Sierra Madre has done 
Imuch along this line, but It can 
do more by conserving water on 
its own premises in pools such as 
described below in an article ap¬ 
pearing In the Christian Science 
Monitor dated April 2, 1937, 

which reads as follows: 

"During the serious drought in 
the Middle West a couple of years

‘Now, through an ingenious ex¬ 
periment at Sierra Madre, Calif., 
another service rendered by such 
ponds is pointed out. 

"It is this. They prevent water 
from rushing off the land in tor¬ 
rents after heavy rains. They 
slow up the spate of water in 
gullies and arroyos, and hold it 
stationary long enough to permit 
It to percolate through the soil, 
Instead of draining away to no 
useful purpose. That It does so j 
percolate was evident when, after 
recent downpours, Sierra Madre’s 
city wells rose seven feet In 24 1 
hours. If the water level had 
risen gradually ,it would have 
been assumed that there was 
merely a normal percolation from 
the so-called spreading grounds 
which were established near the 
town four years ago as a water 
conservation and flood control 
project. 

"When, after heavy rains, the 


water rushes out of nearby Santa 
Anita canyon, it Is not per¬ 
mitted to race away through its 
own channels, but is caught and 
spread out among a number of 
basins, and the run-off is greatly 
reduced. There are five of these 
basins ,and between them Is a 
maze of channels and dams and 
water falls. The water Is held 
back from its headlong course 
long enough to permit It to ^soak 
into the soil, and silt is kept out 
of the bottom of the basins to 
make this percolation more rapid. 
One of the basins recently sank 
four feet in 12 hours and the 
water evidently went from the 
spreading basin to the city wells, 
where It was intended to go." 

Is it necessary for me to call 
the attention of the people of 
Sierra Madre to the amount of 
good water that is running down 
our streets and gutters and be¬ 


ing wasted insofar as we are 
concerned? What would be the 
result of this run-off water were 
to be conserved? 

If the system Indicated in the 
Christian Science Monitor article 
was followed we could conserve 
many times the amount of water 
that is now being conserved by 
our spreading grounds. This 
would accomplish two purposes— 
conservation of water that 
otherwise would be wasted and 
eliminate the necessity for large 
and expensive waterways or gut¬ 
ters. 

In this way the citizens of 
Sierra Madre can be of great 
benefit to themselves as well as 
to the community, and I believe if 
this practice was followed 
throughout California, it would go 
a long way toward solving the 
water problem.
